The examiner's amendment changes the language of claim 1, line 7 from "...a 
single integral elongate barrel member..." to " ...a unitary elongate barrel member... " 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-4 
are allowed since the art of record neither anticipate or makes obvious an adapter 
device for converting a grenade launcher into a weapon for firing shot shells having a 
unitary elongate barrel member of a gauge for shot shell adapted to be received in, and 
to extend through and beyond both ends of the barrel of the host barrel assembly of the 
grenade launcher, said barrel member including a shell extractor, and a cap adapted to 
be mounted on an end of said barrel member opposite said shell extractor, said cap 
having a hollow circumferential step that is adapted for insertion into the barrel of the 
host barrel assembly. The most pertinent prior art of record is Nelson (5148620), which 
discloses a shot shell size adapter for use with a grenade launcher having an elongate 
barrel member of a gauge for shot shell adapted to be received in, and to extend 
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through and beyond both ends of the barrel of the host barrel assembly of the grenade 
launcher. However, the elongate barrel member disclosed by Nelson is not a unitary 
structure.
